North American Kevisw, who signs him- 
Hel! ".Republican", discnsses the charac- 
ter of tho "two messages," meaning Mr. 
Cleveland's tariff menage 
and Mr. 


Elaine's Paris interview winch tore the 
wool meseace to pieces.Tho tariff mBesoRO 
was a surprise, and people had hardly 
got down to sober thoaght about it, when 
thero name "like lightning tho answer 
from Parib". There never waa a public 
Jojnmeut so ripped to pieces as Mr 
Clcvelund'a was by Mr, Blaine, oud tba 
too before the ink with wbioh it was 
printed got oolJ. If ono wants 10 under- 
stand how little tho president of tbe 
United States knows about wool, he 
should read tbe comment of ''.Republi- 
can," two paragraphs of which are here 
given: 


"Tho president reasons that tbe en- 


hacced cost of woolen clothing to tbe 
Small wool-giowerp, who are the great 
mujonty, and who bave ftorn twentj-five 
to fifty bheep each, exceeds the. benefit 
thfsy get from aa increase in the price of 
Aiool, whicb he ^stimates from 10 to lii 
cents per pound, the amount ot duty as a 
maximum, or GO to 72 ociits per sheep. 
If so, tbe small wool-grower must wear 
from ICO to 300 pounds oi wool on bis 
back. The fact is tbat the consumption 
for all pnrpofes averages uot seven 
pounds per capita, and tbe difference in 
oobt, it the price were enbarcsd to tbe 
f all eitent ot tbe duty, would bo less than 
70 oanta for each inb&bitant.becauBS mno 
of the wool produced ia ot lower than tbe 
10 cent grade. 
.But tfce value of the 


products of all the various branobes of 
the woolen manufacture in 1SSO, includ- 
ing woolen, worsted, mixed textile, felt, 
wool bat, carpet and hosiery establish- 
ments, with tho cost of all imported 
wooleneand Ihe duty thereon, was about 
87 yearly for every irhabitant. 
Tbe 


president's idea that goods coating §7 for 
each person hove somevbat been en- 
hanced in c:st SIS or S3C per person, by 
means of duties on wool, wbiob, at tbe 
maximum, oould not increase its cost by 
70 cents per person, 13 naturally pro- 
nounced exceedingly able and profound 
by democratic statesmen, possibly be- 
cause tbey Cannot understand it. 


"If cue turns from works of fiction to 


laclp, bo finda that American fleece are 
actually worth, in Boston^ u cents per 
ponnj more 
tban Gaulish tieccs are 


worth in London, so that, reckoning the 
cost of shipment from London to this 
country, tbe utmost difference which 
can possibly bo attributed to the duty ie 
lees tban half the duty.

And finally, who 
ever compares the cost ot woolen olotb- 
ing hero and in London, of the qualities 
need by tbe great mejcrity of the ooc- 
Bnmore, discovers that tho American are 
nearly, if not quite, us cheap as the En- 
glish goodd of equal durability and ex- 
ellenee.so that Mr, Cleveland'* tax which 
iub relentless grasp is fastened upon 


the olothing oC every man, woman and 
child in the land, vanishes into nothing." 


"Republican" also suggests tbat it is

It bas been known for eomo time that

fsct ia the attacks of. the newspapers of 
bis own party upon him yeara ago led the 
public to form a false impression of tbe 
man, and this wrung cannot be eradicated. 
%Ve did our best for him four years ago, 
and I believe that we must now tike up 
some other man, Who that man is to be, 
1 cannot say.
